EDITORIAL NOTES 


Book Collections and Book Service 


By Harold F. Brigham 
Librarian, Carnegie Library of Nashville, Tennessee 


It MAY SOUND TRITE TO DECLARE that good book service is the only 
justification of a library’s existence and that such service is possible 
only with good books well organized for use. Yet it is in the selection 
and maintenance of the book collection that most libraries appear to 
be weakest. ! 

The library may have a poor building. It may have a largely un- 
trained staff (although it must have an intelligent, capable staff 
imbued with the spirit of service above all other considerations) It 
probably does want for money. But if it is unnecessarily weak in its 
book collection due to the common causes, poor methods and neglect, 
it is imposing on itself and its clientele, under false pretenses, a handi- 
cap that is largely avoidable. 

Lack of funds. (meaning, of course, limited funds) is not so much 
an excuse for inaction as a necessity for unusual action, and ample 
proof of this not over-brilliant- aphorism may be found in a consider- 
ation of the book problems of libraries. 


Three of these problems are mentioned to suggest what seems to 
be most needed to improve the book service of libraries in general, 
and possibly of public libraries in particular : 


(1) The organization and systematization of book selection 
routine and practices. 


(2) The organization and systematization of discarding 
routine and practices. 
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(3) The collection and intelligent use of Government docu- 
ments. 


In general it may be said that the actual selecting of books in 
libraries is the most unorganized and haphazard of all routines (with 
the possible exception of discarding) in spite of the fact that the 
building of a good book collection is the first and presumably most 
important function of a library, and in spite of the further fact that 
aids to selection, and accepted good practices, are well established 
today. 

The work of maintaining the book collection at a high level of use- 
fulness through discarding and segregating dead material is likewise 
unorganized and haphazard, in spite of the fact that discarding is 
just as important as the original selection of new material; it is 
actually selection, though from an opposite point of view. 

It is safe to say, also, that Government documents (U. S.) are the 
most neglected class of material with which libraries have to deal, in 
spite of the fact that they are absolutely indispensable to good ref- 
erence service and in spite of the further fact that they are obtain- 
able at the smallest possible cost and more often at no cost whatever. 
Depository libraries collect documents but neglect to organize and to 
use them. Other libraries usually neglect even to obtain selected docu- 
ments, although by obtaining them they would obviate the need of 
purchasing large numbers of expensive non-fiction books which would 
probably be less authoritative and less satisfactory in general. 

It is not the purpose of this article to attempt to set up a recom- 
mended procedure for dealing with each of these problems. This 
would be impracticable and fool-hardy since every local situation 
would have conditions peculiarly its own and every librarian would 
have his own convictions as to best procedure. The purpose here will 
be merely to suggest the importance and need of giving greater con- 
sideration to these three book problems and to point out some points 
to be observed in dealing with each. 


(1) Organized and systematic book selection. 


A good book budget is the necessary foundation of library book 
selection. It should be analyzed in sufficient detail to serve as control 
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or governor in distributing the money available for the purchase of 
books equably among the important classes of books and among the 
different departments or branches. 

The use of selection aids suggests at least two important problems: 
First, the need of limiting the selection aids which are used regularly 
to a small number carefully chosen to meet the needs of the particular 
library ; and second, the desirability of using all qualified members of 
the staff in the selection routine for the good of the staff members as 
well as of the library as a whole and to assure that things will be done 
regularly, with responsibility thus delegated. When the librarian alone 
attempts to do all, only irregularity and uncertainty will prevail and 
time is seldom found to do the necessary checking of shelves to see 
just what the library already has on the shelves and to determine what 
the real needs are. It is well to remember that a list or review that has 
been checked but never translates into an order represents only valu- 
able time wasted. 

Publishers’ representatives deserve special attention in organizing 
selection procedure, especially to discover forthcoming books by per- 
ennially popular writers and books of unusual timely interest and 
popular appeal, to the end that these books may be received as soon 
as they are published and appearing in the local book stores and in 
the review publications. 

Readers’ requests for purchase offer excellent opportunities for a 
highly appreciated form of individual service. Unless these are 
handled systematically and with dispatch not only opportunities but 
good will are lost. It seems best that one member of staff be given 
special responsibility for collecting information necessary to decide 
quickly for or against purchase of readers’ requests, and for notifying 
readers of the decision reached. 

The second-hand market offers an invaluable source for obtaining 
replacement titles and expensive reference works or subscription sets 
at small cost. The sales lists of certain reliable second-hand and re- 


mainder dealers are worthy of inclusion in most libraries’ selection 
routine. 


New editions of standard works are often preferable to new works 
in the same subject. The lists of new editions in the Booklist are there- 
fore particularly important to follow regularly. 
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(2) Discarding and segregating. 


Modern library efficiency and economy demands conservation of 
shelf space. It seems inexcusable to give unattractive, worn, and dead 
material space on valuable open shelves. To do so in a small library 
accentuates a serious weakness unnecessarily (Better few good books 
than many poor books) A medium library is not justified in keeping 
masses of dead material for their “historical value” (if any) anticipat- 
ing its prospective future as a large library. Such material is all too 
easy to get at any time to be allowed to crowd out live material that 
will be appreciated and used today. Even a very large library may 
well be questioned in the practice of preserving tons of unused, out-of- 
date books, with a possible exception in the case of segregated storage 
stacks built apart from the central library on inexpensive property, 
and maintained at small cost. 

Hence the importance of regular systematic weeding of dead and 
worn books from active shelves, and the like importance of segregat- 
ing little-used material in a storage stack where shelf space is very 
cheap and maintenance cost small. The day seems near at hand when 
down-town libraries will be forced by high property values to limit 
their expansion of building and resort to a reduction of book stock 
in the central building by transferring inactive material to a storage 
annex nearby or to a storage building in another part of the city. 

Many subjects, particularly the scientific, call for periodic weeding 
regularly. Others are kept weeded automatically by proper inspection 
of books returned from circulation, by occasional inspection of 
shelves that show the need, and by consideration of particular subjects 
in the checking of shelves incidental to ordinary selection routine. 

The added rebinding which comes from weeding worn books from 
the shelves is one of the best of investments, considering preservation, 
appearance, and use. Incidentally it gives opportunity to apply the 
modern practice of having more attractive bindings and thereby 
stimulating the use of older books. 


(3) Government documents : 


The use of our federal documents is essential to any good reference 
service. It is not too much to say that no general and little specialized 
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reference service can be good that does not involve extensive use of 
these documents. 

The small library owes itself the duty of having a goodly number 
of carefully selected documents. Both small and large libraries owe 
themselves the duty of organizing, classifying, and cataloging this 
material with all the care and completeness that is accorded the most 
highly valued non-fiction. All libraries are likewise in duty bound to 
see that at Jeast one member of staff specializes in documents to assure 
that they are thoroughly well known and understood and intelligently 
used. 

The list of selected documents which appears in the Booklist bi- 
monthly is an aid to selection for smaller libraries. Much more valu- 
able is the free Weekly list of selected United States government 
publications, issued by the Superintendent of documents at Washing- 
ton, D. C., from which the Booklist makes a selection. A wider 
knowledge and use of this splendid reference material needs to be 
stimulated and the gospel of documents impressed upon more 
people. Even more such lists would still serve a very useful and 
important purpose, namely that documents be better known and more 
extensively used in all libraries. 

In conclusion, library book service can be only as good as the book 
collection on which it is founded. The book collection can be good 
only if the importance of the work of building and maintaining it is 
‘fully recognized and if that work is carefully organized and sys- 
tematically executed. In particular it is of prime importance that 
special attention be given to Government documents, their collection 
and organization and the mastery of their use. 

Due regard to these essential book problems cannot but strengthen 
the weakest library and render doubly effective the service of the 
strong.

The lists have brief annotations and give 
author, title, publisher, and date. Not only in the interests of inter- 
national peace are they valuable; the selection gives a lively and timely 
outlook on these countries, their art and literature, as well as their 
history, and readers’ advisers will find them exceedingly useful.
